The ‘strongest opponent, Sir 

Villiam, Joynson-Hicks, the, H Home 
Secretary, ‘was the Grst speaker 
today, and strongly neaed the 
new “Sleusure. 

He declared that - willions of, 
peopie in England were convinced, | 
with him, that the Book contained 
a definite change of doctrine. The 
question at issue was not one ‘ota 
tew ceremoniés, veatments or oma- 
uiente, but of the definite change 
of doctrine embodied. 

He emphasised the right of the 
Laity and the" House of Commona 
to express their views, particularly 
drawing the attention of the House 


| to a recent statement by the Biehop 


of Littcln that even if the 
Commens rejected thé Book that 
would ‘not preveat its use. 

Sir William Joynson- Hicks“ de- 
clared that that statement was a 
challenge to the Houze. . 

Set Up By Parliament. 
‘ He also ‘argued at length that 
the .new Prayer Book was not 
merely a domestic matter of the 


Church of England, and went on| 


to review the. history of the Prayer 
' Book, ‘which, he pointed out, was 
originally, set up and established by | 
Parliament. 

ic was Parliament that aboliched 
the jurisdiction of the Bishops of 
Home in these islands. 

The first and- second Prayer 
Booke of King Edward Sixth were 
establighed by .Parliament .in the 
years 1549 and’ 1382. 

The forms of worship, “doctrines | . 
and the “discipline. of the* Church 
had all beén settled by Parliament. 
hey couid not be altered: without 
an Act of Parliament.’ 

He, and his supporters, asked 
Parliament -to reject the | new 
Prayer Book because they bel lieved 
it made it easier rather than more 
dificult to swing back to Pre- 
Reformation ideas. 

There was in .the hearts and 
minds of men a feeling that the 
alterations to the Prayer Book had 
been made in response. to. the 
demands of the  Anglo-Catholies, 
whom he described ae siding back 
to pre-Reformation priesthood.
